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Blockbuster democracy 
shows no sign of ending 


DAVID Dimbleby was interviewed 
this week, in the light of the snap 
election announcement, who 
described this as the third and final 
part of a democratic trilogy. 

He spoke of the opening part being 
the 2015 victory for David Cameron, 
followed by last year’s 2016 EU 
referendum and now this - an 
election which seems, inevitably, to 
lead us back to an era of dominant 
Conservative rule. 

Certainly it has been the most 
remarkable of political eras and it’s 
up there with the original Star Wars 
movies as delivering non-stop, 
unexpected entertainment 
- with ample highs and lows 
depending on your political 
persuasion. 

Of course, while many will 
see this as an election which 
Theresa May will romp to 
victory in, it does suggest the 
opposition could soon be 
about to swing back 
into contention. 

Granted, that’s 
not going to _ 


happen for Labour under Jeremy 
Corbyn. He may have plenty of loyal, 
vocal, supporters, but in Kent at 
least, he’s about as attractive to the 
floating voter as a case of herpes. 
Realistically, he’ll surely be out in 
seven weeks’ time. 

But history does suggest we have a 
tolerance for one party in power for 
only so long. At some point - and it will 
be once we have left the EU and the 
implications of that, good or bad, 
become clear - our desire for political 
change will once again rise to the 
surface. Ukip has demonstrated this 
- most notably here in Kent in recent 
years. Such is the see-saw of our 
—m political landscape. 

The real lesson of the June 8 
It election will be how the 
opposition parties reassemble 
once the results are known 
and plot their futures. Failure 
to do so effectively could leave 
another Ukip - from left, 
right or centre - to 
emerge as 2022’s 
surprise 
package.

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U kip leader quits blaming 
party ‘conflict and chaos’

THE leader of the Ukip group on 
Shepway District Council has quit 
his role citing “disloyalty, conflict 
and chaos” in the local party. 

Len Laws, who represents the 
Walland and Denge Marsh ward 
on the local authority, also said he 
was resigning from the party with 
immediate effect. 

He will now serve as an inde¬ 
pendent councillor. 

But he has not quit quietly - tak¬ 
ing a huge swipe at the behaviour 
of his colleagues on the council. 

Among them Kent County 
Council candidate in the May 4 
election Mary Lawes who only 
found out about his decision to quit 
when contacted by KoS. 

Cllr Laws said: “The conduct of 
some members of the Ukip council¬ 
lors, their disloyalty and the conflict 
and chaos within Ukip locally has 
made my position as leader 
untenable. I was elected leader of 
the group in July 2016 - three of the 
seven-strong group made it clear 
they would not work with me 
including Mary Lawes, the former 
leader. I contacted the Ukip regional

organisers for assistance and Mary 
Lawes was told by them to work 
with me or leave. She did neither, 
instead acting unilaterally in 
statements and council business. 

“The Ukip Folkestone branch 
was recommended to have a 
steering committee put in place but 
this was never implemented. In 
one ten month period the branch 
had one meeting — the rules state 
at least six per year. 

“Councillors Mary Lawes, Susie 


Govett and Frank McKenna have 
acted as mavericks rather than 
members of a group and don’t have 
the courage to stand as the far left 
politicians I believe they really are. 

“I still believe in the aims and 
ambitions which I thought the 
Ukip stood for but the party has 
changed so much I believe it has 
left me. Therefore I shall sit as an 
independent councillor at Shepway 
and represent the residents as best 
I can.” 


Mary Lawes, however, slammed 
the statement saying there were “a 
lot of untruths”. 

She told us: “I wasn’t aware of 
this at all. I think it’s rather sad 
that if he had a problem with us he 
did not choose to discuss it with us. 

“I am so not a far left politician 
- absolutely far from it.” 

The news comes just weeks 
before the May 4 county council 
elections. More election coverage 
inside. 


Question mark hangs over 
future of Debenhams stores 


Calls for accelerated 
road-building to ensure 
no Brexit traffic chaos 


A KENT MP is calling for a Brexit bill 
to speed up the building of roads in 
the county after unveiling a 
queue-busting plan to ensure Dover 
and the Channel ports are ready for 
leaving the EU. 

Charlie Elphicke’s 50-page report, 
developed with ports, shipping and 
haulage businesses, sets out a detailed 
blueprint to ensure order at the border 
and has been supported by Xavier 
Bertrand, president of the Calais and 
Dunkirk regional government. 

The Dover and Deal MP has 
previously warned the 14-hour 
queues seen at the port last summer 
would be “a tea party” compared to 
what will happen if a solid plan is not 
in place post-Brexit. 

Labour and Liberal Democrat MPs 
have also suggested there could regularly 
be tailbacks all the way to Essex. 

In a five-point plan, Mr Elphicke 
calls on the government to continue 
to invest in resilient roads to the ports. 

With the Lower Thames Crossing 
announced last week, the MP is also 


calling for a quick upgrade of the 
M2/A2, dualled all the way to the 
ports, and the planned M20 lorry 
park to be delivered on time. 

Mr Elphicke said: “This plan 
highlights the kind of choice people 
will soon have to make. 

“Gridlock at Dover will mean 
gridlock for the UK economy. Yet 
with proper planning we can not 
only be ready on day one - we can 
make Brexit a real success. That’s 
what this plan is about. 

“My priority is for a stronger UK 
and to make sure that Brexit is a 
success for Dover, Deal and our 
villages.” 

The MP and Mr Bertrand worked 
closely to ensure the Calais ‘jungle’ 
was dismantled and have teamed up 
again for this post-Brexit plan. He 
said: “We must work together with 
Dover to make the same choices for 
investments in new digital tools to 
boost fluidity, fast lanes, as well as 
increased monitoring and the fight 
against terrorism.” 


STAFF at branches of Debenhams 
in the county have been left anxious 
after the new boss of the depart¬ 
ment store chain said 10 stores were 
under review with possible closure 
if they fail to turn a profit. 

Although the names of the stores 
have not been revealed, there are 
branches in Ashford, Canterbury, 
Rochester, Folkestone, Westwood 
Cross, Gravesend and Orpington.

Brand bites off another slice

Campaigners warn rail 
plans could force small 
county stations to close

CAMPAIGNERS are warning small 
stations in Kent could close in future 
as a second petition has been 
launched against proposals in the 
government’s consultation on the 
future of the south eastern rail fran¬ 
chise. 

More than 20,000 people have al¬ 
ready signed a pledge urging the De¬ 
partment for Transport not to go 
ahead with plans to make services 
from Dartford terminate at Cannon 
Street only, rather than several dif¬ 
ferent termini in the capital. 

In its response the DfT said it is 
“not proposing to cut specific servic¬ 
es” as it asked whether passengers 
would support reducing the choice 
of London termini served from Kent 
stations to provide a more regular 
timetable and reliable service. 

Now a separate petition is gather¬ 
ing steam in the west of the county, 
as passengers contest proposed 
changes to services between Ton-

bridge and Ashford. 

Under the plans, some trains on 
that line would no longer stop at sta¬ 
tions like Pluckley, Headcorn, Sta- 
plehurst, Marden, and Paddock 
Wood, in a bid to speed up journey 


times. 

A spokesperson for the Save Kent 
Trains campaign said: “We believe 
this would be disastrous for the com¬ 
munities, towns and villages along 
this line and could potentially lead 
to the closure of the stations alto¬ 
gether.” 

The DfT has given no indication 
such drastic action is on the cards, 
however. 

In its consultation, it said: “We are 
also exploring various options for re¬ 
ducing the journey time on the ex¬ 
isting mainline route between Hast¬ 
ings and Charing Cross via 
Tonbridge. 

“For instance, reducing calls at 
less well used stations could deliver 
an hourly fast service. Other servic¬ 
es would still stop at these stations. 

“This approach could also be 
adopted on other routes, such as 
Tonbridge to Ashford. 

“Although we would be delivering 
faster journeys, we recognise that 
this has the potential to inconven¬ 
ience passengers that currently use 
those intermediate stations.”

Sophie visits 
‘gold standard' 
hospital suite 

THE Countess of Wessex was in the 
county on Wednesday to visit a 
maternity bereavement suite at a local 
hospital. 

Sophie, who was raised in Brenchley 
and trained as a secretary at West Kent 
College, has long been involved with 
charities relating to children and 
families and visited the suite at the 
Medway Maritime Hospital in Gilling¬ 
ham after her original visit in November 
was cancelled due to bad weather. 

The project has been funded by 
stillbirth charity Abigail’s Footsteps. 

The scheme has also benefitted from 
significant donations from charity 
supporters from across Kent and 
support from Medway NHS Foundation 
Trust. David Ward, co-founder of 
Abigail’s Footsteps said: “This is our first 
purpose built bereavement suite where 
parents can spend precious time with 
their stillborn baby away from the cries 
of new-borns. 

“It is now the template for maternity 
units across the country and we are 
already working with other trusts to 
help them to achieve the same high 
standards.” 

The COC described the suite as “the 
gold standard in the provision of care for 
parents and families who experience a 
stillbirth”. 


Blaze rips through 
old furniture store 


Garden city: Planners 
green light for homes 


Blow over pilot plan 
for seasonal workers 


THOUSANDS of pounds worth of damage was 
caused on Wednesday night after a fire ripped 
through a former furniture shop in the centre of 
Faversham. 

Firefighters were called to Preston Street at 
around 9pm to tackle the fire amid fears it could 
spread to nearby properties. 

Five flats were evacuated as crews took two and 
a half hours to extinguish the flames. 

The shop premises was empty at the time and 
no-one is believed to have been injured. 

Residents were able to return to their properties 
in the early hours of Thursday morning, once the 
scene had been made safe. 

The fire had spread to the first floor and roof of 
the shop, causing extensive damage. 

Emergency teams eventually left the scene at 
around 8am on Thursday. 

An investigation into what sparked the fire is 
now under way, with fire crews flying a drone 
above the scene to survey the damage. 


ALMOST 100 new affordable homes at Ebbsfleet Garden 
City have been given the green light by planners. 

A total of233 homes were approved on two sites on 
Wednesday, with 97 of them being classed as affordable. 

Redrow’s latest plans will see further expansion at 
Ebbsfleet Green where it is building up to 950 homes, 
along with a village centre, park, sports pitches, a 
hotel and pub and a primary school. 

It was given approval by Ebbsfleet Development 
Corporation’s planning committee for 191 new 
properties, 55 of which will be shared ownership or 
affordable rent. 

In a separate scheme at Castle Hill, Eastern Quarry, 
housing association Clarion was given permission to 
build 42, two to four bedroom homes, all of which will 
be shared ownership or affordable rent. 

Paul Spooner, Ebbsfleet Development Corporation 
interim chief executive, said: 1 ‘The garden city is 
proving popular with those wanting to get their first 
step on the property ladder with its wide range of 
quality new housing.’ ’ 


CALLS for a pilot seasonal workers scheme to help 
Kent farmers combat a shortage of temporary labour 
have been rejected by the government. 

Environment secretary Andrea Leadsom, who 
grew up in the county, told the House of Commons 
there was not enough evidence to justify the introduc¬ 
tion of such a scheme. 

It comes just days after she visited fruit farms in the 
Kent constituencies of MPs Helen Whately and Helen 
Grant. Mrs Whately, who is chair of the all-party 
parliamentary group for fruit and vegetable farmers, 
orchestrated a Westminster Hall debate just before 
Christmas, where she warned colleagues a shortage 
of such workers is putting Kent farms at risk of going 
out of business. 

The minister said: “The migration advisory 
committee and a consultation with businesses later 
this year will seek to determine exactly what the need 
is. The government are committed to making a huge 
success of the food and farming sector as we leave 
theEU.” 
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Plan to excavate 300-year-old 
ship which sank off our coast

A SHIP which sank on the Goodwin Sands 
almost 300 years ago will be partially exca¬ 
vated by archaeologists this summer. 

Dutch East Indiaman, the Rooswijk, was 
on its way to the East Indies with valuable 
cargo on board when the ship sank off the 
Kent coast in January 1740. 

The wreck is threatened by natural condi¬ 
tions such as currents and shifting sands 
and an exploratory study of the wreck last 
year has made the need for excavation even 
more urgent. 

From July to October this year, an interna¬ 
tional team based in Ramsgate will map the 
wreck and secure archaeological material 
for future generations. 

This project is being run by The Dutch 
Cultural Heritage Agency in partnership 
with Historic England. 

The Dutch East India Company (VOC) 
wreck is of enormous value to archaeologists 
as it will help them better understand this 
period of seafaring history. 

There are a total of 250 Dutch VOC ship¬ 
wrecks, of which only a third have been lo¬ 
cated with none researched or excavated on 
this scale. 

The decision to research and partially ex¬ 


cavate the wreck by Dutch minister Jet 
Bussemaker marks a significant moment in 
the management of Dutch heritage overseas. 

She said: “Increasingly we realise that 
these traces of our maritime past, of which 
many rest invisible on the sea floor, are an 
important part of our identity. Shipwrecks 
are time capsules that provide a unique view 
into the past and tell us a story. 

“The two centuries of VOC are part of that 
story and our collective memory, including 
everything we are still proud of, but also 


from which we are ashamed. 

“The archaeological information we can 
gain from this wreck is a unique tangible 
and objective source and extremely valua¬ 
ble to describe this period in history.” 

Heritage minister and Chatham and 
Aylesford MP Tracey Crouch added: “This 
exciting joint excavation project will safe¬ 
guard important material for future gen¬ 
erations, develop underwater research and 
support the new Ramsgate Heritage Ac¬ 
tion Zone initiative.” 


'Absolutely appalling 
domestic abuse case'

Christian Hinkley attacked the woman on 
several occasions - one time stamping and 
kicking her in the face. Kris Venkatasami for CPS 
South East said: “This was an absolutely appalling 
case of domestic abuse.”

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City chaos fear as three level 
crossings to stay shut all day 



MOTORISTS heading into Canter¬ 
bury face major disruption in June 
after three major level crossings are 
all to be closed on the same day. 

Kent County Council has given 
approval for the closure of rail 
crossings at St Dunstan’s Street, St 
Stephen’s Road and Sturry Hill all 
day on Sunday, June 4. 

It will allow Network Rail, which 
handles rail infrastructure, to 
carry out essential repair works. 

KCC says it has allowed for all 
three to shut on the same day due 
to “exceptional reasons” and that it 
would not normally allow all three 
to shut at the same time. 

A spokesman for KCC said: “We 
apologise for any inconvenience 
caused by the longer diversionary 
routes in operation on June 4, but 
access is required by Network Rail 


at these crossings on this date for 
urgent work to be undertaken. 

“It is also preferable to have all 
the engineering work required at 
these crossings to be undertaken 
on one day when the railway line is 


shut between Ashford Internation¬ 
al and Ramsgate via Canterbury 
West, rather than to spread this 
essential maintenance work over 
several days requiring separate line 
closures.”

primary school places 


THOUSANDS of school children 
across Kent found out what 
primary school they will be 
starting this September with 
some 97 per cent getting one of 
their preferred choices. 

In Kent, 16,855 children will 
receive a school of their 
preference with 15,429 being 
offered their first preference 
school, nearly a two per cent 
improvement on 2016’s first 
preference figures. 

Only 2.56 per cent of 
applicants were unable to be 
offered a school of their 
preference, a reduction of 162 
from 2016 to 444. 

Of those 444 who were not 
offered one of their preferred 
schools, nearly half failed to 
make use of all available 
preferences, limiting Kent 
County Council’s ability to offer 


them a preferred school. 

In Medway, just over 89 per 
cent of children have secured a 
place at their first preference 
school - up two per cent - just 
over six per cent at their second 
preference, and just under 1.5 
per cent at their third. 

The school admissions process 
for Medway involves the council 
processing applications for 
3,375 Medway resident pupils 
and 130 out of area pupils. 

Parents received emails from 
4pm on Tuesday and letters to 
confirm during the week. 

Applications for places 
opened in September last year 
and parents had until January 
16 to submit their applications 
to the council, naming schools 
in order of preference. Authori¬ 
ties then allocate children to 
relevant schools. 


Duo to swim in Thames

open water swimming event to be held in 
Oxfordshire on July 9. 

Jacquie and Megan Yeoman will now 
spend the next three months in training. 


Horses escape on A2 

THERE were long delays on the A2 near 
Gravesend on Thursday afternoon after two 
horses escaped onto the hard shoulder of 
the London-bound carriageway 
Traffic was stopped in both directions 
between the Dartford Heath and Darenth 
Interchange for two hours to recover them.

F EARS are growing among 
animal welfare campaign¬ 
ers that the so-called ‘M25 
cat killer’ is striking in Kent 
after decapitated bodies 
were found in Chatham and Herne 
Bay. 

In one of the cases, two fox cubs - 
both with heads cut off - were also 
discovered by an animal group which 
has been investigating the killings. 

They say the grisly finds match 
some of previous killings. 

The South Norwood Animal Res¬ 
cue and Liberty (Snarl) group has is¬ 
sued a number of warnings recently 
following reported killings in Croy¬ 
don and areas surrounding the M2 5 
motorway in the south east. 

The rescue centre believes more 
than 250 cats have died at the mys¬ 
tery killer’s hand since 2014 and inci¬ 
dents now appears to be spreading to 
parts of Kent and Medway. 

A spokesperson for the group said 
last Sunday: “We have been notified 
of two suspicious incidents, one at the 
Herne Bay Memorial tennis courts, 
where a cat had been reported be¬ 
headed and one in Chatham where 
the body of a decapitated cat had been 
found, also with her tail removed. 
“When we attended the tennis 


court, we found two dead fox cubs, 
one of whom had been beheaded. 

“Our thanks to the local council 
who gave us permission to damage 
the padlock on the gate if necessary. 

“Thankfully we found an access that 
didn’t require us to cut the lock off. 

“The body of the decapitated fox 
cub bore a signature injury for the 
M2 5 animal killer so this has been 


linked to the investigation. 

“We also examined the body of the 
cat from Chatham and sadly confirm 
that she is a victim of the M2 5 animal 
killer. The cat has been identified and 
our thoughts are with her owner this 
evening.” 

Snarl warned residents last month 
that a man in his 30s has been knock¬ 
ing on doors, claiming to be collect¬ 


ing money for the investigation into 
the killer. 

However, the charity insists it has 
never raised funds door to door and 
never will, and urged those who come 
into contact with the man to notify 
the police. 

A live music gig was also held in 
Bromley last month to raise money 
and awareness for Snarl.

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Farage shies 
away from 
standing in 
shock move 


He insisted he would contest the Kent 
seat he lost in 2015, but now the former 
Ukip leader has performed a U-turn

“I can’t see why anyone who didn’t 
vote for Nigel in 2015 would [had he 
decided to stand again] now. 

“[The spending] is an investiga¬ 
tion, I have not been charged with 
anything and I maintain that I have 
not done anything wrong.” 

Mr Mackinlay had the backing of 
his neighbouring Conservative col¬ 
league, Sir Roger Gale, who told KoS 
the issue had not been raised when he 
spoke to residents over the weekend. 

“It’s absolutely not Craig’s prob¬ 
lem,” the Thanet North MP said. 

“He and his agent submitted their 
expenses in good faith, completely le¬ 
gitimately. 

“I was out campaigning in Clifton- 
ville over Easter for our candidates in 
the KCC elections and it has not been 
mentioned once on the doorstep, it’s a 
non-issue. 

“Ukip need to be looking over their 
shoulder because there will be people 
going after Farage’s expenses too.” 

Mr Farage has also been accused of 
overspending on the Kent seat, but 
has also denied any wrongdoing. 

Sir Roger said Ukip had let the local 
electorate down over the Manston 
Airport saga and expected that to be 
reflected in upcoming votes. 

The airport closed in 2014 and the 
site is currently owned by bosses be¬ 
hind the Stone Hill Park project - 
which aims to deliver 2,500 homes 
and leisure facilities, while insisting 
the area’s history and heritage will be 
respected and maintained. 

Ukip won control of its first ever 
council in Thanet in 2015 on, many 
believe, an election pledge to re-open 


the airport, though council leader 
Chris Wells has subsequently denied 
making any such promise. 

Work is currently ongoing to ob¬ 
tain a development consent order for 
the site, with River Oak Strategic 
Partners expected to submit an appli¬ 
cation to the government’s planning 
inspectorate later this year. 

Ukip leader Paul Nuttall hinted last 
week on a visit to Margate that the 
airport could still have a future, tell¬ 
ing us “anything is possible”, but Sir 
Roger believes Thanet residents have 
grown tired of the party’s promises 
and, despite being one of the oldest 
MPs in the country at 73, vowed to 
continue fighting for Manston. 

“I think Ukip will pay a very heavy 
price in both the county council and 
general elections; they’re going to be 
on a bumpy road,” the MP said. 

“They have clearly broken their 
promise over Manston and as far as 
I’m concerned, it’s unfinished busi¬ 
ness. 

“There’s no way I’m going to put 
my feet up until planes are flying 
again. 

“If you think about it, Farage is a 
loser. He’s got what they call ‘previ¬ 
ous’. He’s lost seven times and I 
couldn’t see the public voting for him. 

“Farage and Wells promised they 
would re-open Manston and they 
lied, they have not done it. 

“They didn’t say ‘we will open it if 
RiverOak come forward with the 
money’, they said they’d re-open the 
airport and they have failed.” 

Announcing his decision not to 
stand this week, Mr Farage said a vic¬ 


tory in the snap election would have 
been a “vindication” for him, but he 
had come to the conclusion his posi¬ 
tion as an MEP gave him a better 
chance to influence Brexit. 

“If I compare the platform I have in 
Strasbourg to being a backbench MP, 
there is frankly no comparison,” he 
said. 

“The Brexit negotiations will take 
place in Brussels and the European 
Parliament will not only have a large 
impact on them, but ultimately will 
have the right of veto any deal at the 
end of the two-year process. 

“I believe I can use my profile in Eu¬ 
ropean politics to put real pressure on 
MEPs to vote for a sensible deal with 
the UK.” 

MPs across Kent admitted they 
were completely stunned by Mrs 
May’s announcement on Tuesday, 
with Sittingbourne and Sheppey’s 
Gordon Henderson not even aware it 
had been announced when contacted 
for comment by KoS. 

Gareth Johnson said he expected 
his constituency to once again paint 
the political picture nationally. 

“Dartford is Britain’s longest last¬ 
ing bellwether seat, having returned 
an MP from the governing party at 
each election longer than anywhere 
else,” the MP said. 

“This means that if Labour win in 
Dartford on June 8, Jeremy Corbyn 
will be our prime minister and run¬ 
ning our country. The thought of that 
makes me shudder. 

“We cannot allow Jeremy Corbyn 
to spoil the work that Theresa May 
has started.”

A FTER months of postur¬ 
ing and insisting he 
would “have to” fight 
once again to become an 
MP in Thanet, Nigel 
Farage surprised the county this week 
by announcing he would not be 
standing in Theresa May’s snap gen¬ 
eral election. 

Less than two years after voters 
last took to the polls to elect members 
to parliament in Kent and Medway, 
here we are again, as the prime min¬ 
ister looks to increase her majority to 
give her a stronger mandate and 
more negotiating power with the Eu¬ 
ropean Union over Brexit. 

In truth, it’s hard to predict any¬ 
thing other than another rampant 
victory on June 8 for the Conserva¬ 
tives, who occupy all 17 of the parlia¬ 
mentary seats in the county. 

Though the prospect of Mr Farage 
returning to the scene where he has 
lost twice before in a bid to finally win 
a seat in Westminster was always go¬ 


ing to get people talking. 

The drama has only been enhanced 
by an expenses scandal exposed ear¬ 
lier this year, in which the Conserva¬ 
tive Party was found to have “under¬ 
stated” spending during campaigning 
for South Thanet in 2015. 

The Tory victor, Craig Mackinlay, 
has also been quizzed by police over 
the controversy, which resulted in his 
party being slapped with a record fine 
of £70,000. 

While various forces around the 
country have sent files to the Crown 
Prosecution Service regarding alle¬ 
gations of breaching spending limits, 
Kent Police is not one of them and is 
understood to still be investigating 
the allegations. 

Mr Mackinlay, who has long pro¬ 
tested his innocence, told KoS this 
week he would be fiercely defending 
his seat and rejected suggestions the 
scandal, or the prospect of a return¬ 
ing Mr Farage, would in any way af¬ 
fect those who voted for him last time, 
and was confident of another victory. 

“There was a high water mark for 
Ukip pre-Brexit and I was as strong a 
Brexiteer during that time,” he said.

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One dead and a ‘near miss’; the 
rising fears over drug fentanyl

A WARNING has been issued about a 
worrying rise in the use of a dangerous 
drug, described by one county cop as 
“100 times more potent than heroin”. 

It has already been responsible for 
the death of one teenager in Kent and 
another “near miss”. 

Fentanyl is traditionally used as a 
prescription drug for chronic pain re¬ 
lief. But it has started appearing in 
other drugs as a so-called cutting 
agent - in other words mixed in with il¬ 
legal drugs such as cocaine or heroin 
by dealers to bulk up supplies. 

The National Crime Agency says 
there have been recent spikes in the use 
of the lethal narcotic being mixed in 
too high a dose with heroin. 

Inspector Garry Brimson, the sub¬ 
stance misuse and licensing officer for 
Kent Police, said: “Although we are not 
aware of any current significant issues 
with Fentanyl use in Kent at this time, 
within the last 18 months we have sad¬ 
ly had one death and one near miss.” 

He added: “People should be aware 
that this synthetic drug can be up to 
100 times more potent than heroin 
and so any use as a cutting agent or 
adulterant could prove fatal. 

“We work closely with other police 
forces and analyse all drugs found dur¬ 
ing our proactive operations to moni¬ 
tor the situation and safeguard the 
public. If anyone has concerns about 
their drug use we would advise them to 
seek medical attention and also speak 


to a treatment provider.” 

Robert Fraser, from Deal, was just 18 
when he was offered fentanyl by some¬ 
one selling him cannabis. Unaware of 
what it was, it killed him in November. 
An inquest into his death will be held 
soon. He had just finished a motor me¬ 
chanics course at Canterbury College 
and his death has devastated friends 
and family. 

His mother Michelle said the availa¬ 
bility of drugs now was so much wider 
due to the internet and mobile phones. 

She said: “We were not as aware of 
drugs when we were younger, but we 
need to be aware now for our children’s 
sake.” 

It is claimed he was given the dose to 
try and “see what it does” his mother 


said. 

She added: “You do not expect to lose 
your children. My son should be get¬ 
ting an apprenticeship, girlfriend, get¬ 
ting married and having a family of his 
own. He won’t be able to do that now.” 

Tony Saggers, head of drugs threat 
and intelligence at the NCA, said the 
extremely potent class A synthetic 
drug is upwards of 100 times more po¬ 
tent than street heroin. 

So far, its use in the UK has been 
quite small, but reports say it caused 
47,000 deaths in North America in 
2014. 

The NCA said it is now working 
closely with the police to assess the full 
extent of the risk it poses to heroin ad¬ 
dicts in particular. 


Mr Saggers said: “We are aware 
there has been an increase in drug 
deaths this year in the UK, primarily 
linked to heroin use. 

“Although this spike has been in the 
Humber, Yorkshire and North East of 
England region, it is too early to say to 
what extent fentanyl was a contribut¬ 
ing factor. 

“Fentanyl can be problematic to 
identify in post-mortem toxicology, but 
we have noticed an increase in the 
drug in forensic testing of street hero¬ 
in. 

“Heroin users need to be aware that 
the amount of fentanyl in a £10 bag of 
heroin need only be 1/50th of the total 
quantity, about two milligrams, to be a 
lethal dose.” 


The courts have already been given 
a green light to hand out harsher sen¬ 
tenced to dealers cutting heroin with 
fentanyl as it is now regarded as an ‘ag¬ 
gravating’ feature. 

Kent County Council said it commis¬ 
sions drug and alcohol care from two 
companies. 

One of them is Rehabilitation for Ad¬ 
dicted Prisoners Trust, or RAPT, which 
has not yet launched its county service. 
RAPT boss Mike Trace said: “It is syn¬ 
thetic so is faster acting and much 
more dangerous than other opiates.”

JUST WHAT IS FENTANYL? 


FENTANYL can be used as 
prescription drug to treat chronic 
pain. The US-based National 
Institute on Drug Abuse said its 
street names include Apache, 
China Girl, China White, Dance 
Fever, Friend, Goodfella, 

Jackpot, Murder 8, TNT, and 
Tango and Cash. 

Medically it can be an injec¬ 
tion, patch, or even a lozinge. 

It is now being illegally 
produced in labs in Mexico and 
China, as a powder, soaked into 
blotting paper which is placed 
on the tongue, pills and nasal 
spray. 

The opioid acts like heroin or 
morphine. 

The institute said: “It works by 
binding to the body’s opioid 


receptors, which are found in 
areas of the brain that control 
pain and emotions. 

‘ When opioid drugs bind to 
these receptors, they can drive 
up dopamine levels in the brain’s 
reward areas, producing a state 
of euphoria and relaxation. 
Fentanyl’s effects resemble those 
of heroin and include euphoria, 
drowsiness, nausea, confusion, 
constipation, sedation, tolerance, 
addiction, respiratory depres¬ 
sion and arrest, unconscious¬ 
ness, coma, and death.’’ 

It was first created by Belgian 
Paul Janssen who launched 
pharmaceutical company, 
Janssen Pharmaceutica, in 1960. 

It was an intravenous anaesthetic 
with the brand name, Sublimaze. 


PRINCE DEATH LINKED 


The death a year ago this week of 
the singer Prince was as a 
consequence of him accidentally 
overdosing on fentanyl. 

Although it is thought the 
performer, who was found dead 
at his Paisley Park complex in 
Minneapolis on April 21, was not 
aware it was in the drugs he 
was taking to treat long term 
pain through his exhaustive 
dance routines during his long 
career. 

As the inquiry into his death 
continues, a search of his home 
found a number of pills he was 
using - some in prescription 
bottle under the name of a close 
associate. Some were counterfeit 
and tests revealed they contained 
fentanyl.

Jeremy Corbyn is facing mission impossible on 
June 8, and overthrowing the Conservatives on 
Kent County Council also looks an equally big 
ask for Labour here. What can we expect next 
month from a party seemingly at its lowest ebb?

T HERESA May’s surprise decision to 
call a general election this week 
could have a positive knock-on ef¬ 
fect on next month’s Kent County 
Council vote, a senior Labour figure 

has said. 

The prime minister stunned the nation 
when she announced on Tuesday her inten¬ 
tion to hold a public vote on June 8, in a bid to 
strengthen her mandate and negotiating pow¬ 
er post-Brexit. 

The subsequent fallout has, perhaps under- 
stably, massively overshadowed the upcoming 
county council elections, but separating na¬ 
tional and local politics could be a boost for 
prospective Labour councillors pounding the 
streets in an effort to win crucial votes over the 
next fortnight. 

Nationally, under the divisive leadership of 
Jeremy Corbyn, the party’s stock is seemingly 
at its lowest since the days of Michael Foot. 

Mr Corbyn is being almost universally re¬ 
garded as “unelectable”, and Mrs May was 
surely looking at his struggles and anticipat¬ 
ing an opportunity to strengthen her majority 
when she made her decision this week. 

There is already fallout from a Labour per¬ 
spective, with a host of current party MPs de¬ 
claring they will not seek re-election in seven 
weeks’ time, seemingly preferring to quit than 
face what they expect to be humiliation. 

The latest analysis of opinion polls put the 
Conservatives on 43 per cent, a 17-point lead 
over Labour’s 26 per cent. 

Given that Labour secured 99 fewer seats 
than the Tories in 2015, when the polls were 
much closer, the scale of the challenge facing 
Mr Corbyn is clear. 

And while public perception of parties na¬ 
tionally will always inevitably have an impact 
on how people vote when they take to the 
polls, at whatever level of politics, the prospect 
of a general election just around the corner in 
which voters can make those strong political 
statements could help unblur those lines. 

In Kent, Labour needs to send a strong mes¬ 
sage after falling behind Ukip as the main par¬ 
ty of opposition to the Conservatives last time 
out in 2013. 

As questions over the purpose of the purple 
party post-Brexit grow louder, it has an oppor¬ 
tunity to make up some of the ground it lost 
four years ago, though the Liberal Democrats 

North & West 


- which gained 1,000 new members within an 
hour of Mrs May’s announcement - will also 
be targeting that opposition role. 

Roger Truelove is the deputy leader of the 
Labour group on KCC and told KoS he was 
hopeful residents would recognise the quality 
of the local candidate as a priority when cast¬ 
ing their vote. 

“I was not truly surprised because the gov¬ 
ernment were going to find the next couple of 
years very difficult with a slim majority so I 
think she was always going to go and try and 
strengthen that,” he said. 

“But it’s disturbingly close to the county 
council elections and I’m not too sure what 
impact this week’s announcement will have 
on those. 

“I would like to think people will appreciate 
county council elections are important for ed¬ 
ucation, health, the environment and think ‘I 
ought to go and vote’. 

“But there’s always a danger that national 
politics gets into local elections and people 
want to make a statement. 

“Now they can do that on June 8 so hope¬ 
fully they will separate the two. 

“I’m not sure it affects our campaigning too 
much, but we may have to make it clear we’re 
calling about the local elections. 

“Other than that, as far as we are concerned 
we’ve got a programme and that doesn’t 
change.” 

Cllr Truelove has been campaigning in re¬ 
cent weeks to defend his Swale Central seat 
and drum up support for other candidates in 
the borough. 

Shadow chancellor John McDonnell was on 
the campaign trail in a visit to Gravesend ear¬ 
lier this month in which he pledged invest¬ 
ment in communications and energy, echoing 
the sentiments of Mr Corbyn who suggested a 
£30bn package would be available for the 
south east if he won the keys to Number 10 
when he visited Ramsgate at the end of last 
year. 

Cllr Truelove said he appreciated the visit of 
Mr McDonnell, which drew strong crowds in 
the north of the county; he was cavassing for 
himself in Swale at the time. 

He admits a lot of his potential votes will be 
borne out of local familiarity with residents 
who have elected him before, rather than his 
status as a Labour candidate. 

However, with the thorny issue of Britain’s 
membership with the European Union now re¬ 
solved, Cllr Truelove says it has opened the

door for a better, friendlier discussion about a 
range of other local issues. 

“Recently I’ve found people more pleasant 
than in recent years,” he said. 

“They don’t keep saying ‘all you politicians 
are rubbish’. 


“There’s definitely been a more friendly re¬ 
sponse and a greater willingness to talk about 
more than just Europe which is refreshing. 

“It used to be really one-dimensional poli¬ 
tics.” 

Cllr Truelove told us earlier in the year his 


party were campaigning to win, but had to be 
realistic about its prospects. 

He said it was targeting coastal areas, with 
the Tories having a seemingly-immovable 
stranglehold on some seats in the west of the 
county. 


But as for the best of the rest, there is a grow¬ 
ing cross-party consensus that Ukip will not 
repeat its surprising feat of 2013 having 
achieved its major aim of Brexit, and will see its

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representation heavily slashed on May 4. 

Conservative MP for South Thanet Craig 
Mackinlay told us earlier in the month he 
wouldn’t be surprised if there was “an absolute 
wipeout” of Ukip seats on the council. 

Liberal Democrat MEP for the south east 
Catherine Bearder admitted such as a scenario 
“would give me a lot of pleasure” and sensed an 
opportunity for her party to stake a claim in its 
place. 

Labour currently has 12 councillors repre¬ 
senting the party at County Hall, compared to 
Ukip’s 14 and seven for the Lib Dems. 

Cllr Truelove agreed that Ukip’s seats were up 
for grabs and was confident Labour would end 
the election with a strong representation on 
KCC. 

“We are trying to win, of course we are, but 
what Kent needs is a good opposition and I 
think people will get that with Labour,” he said. 

“If we are not that party of opposition it will 
be the Lib Dems because Ukip has completely 
fallen by the wayside. 

“But really I can’t see the Lib Dems picking 
more than one or two seats across the county.” 

Labour was the first of the major parties to re¬ 
lease its manifesto ahead of the county council 
elections, at the heart of which were six pledges. 

These were to “fight for fair funding so that 
services don’t continue to be cut or privatised, 
scrutinise services in the fight against inequal¬ 
ity, demand infrastructure investment for hous¬ 
ing and transport and scrutinise services for 
greater efficiency”. 

Councillors also vowed to give the Kent com¬ 
munity more control over its economy and pub¬ 
lic services and work with local communities 
and co-operatives to develop more localised an¬ 
swers to the needs of Kent people. 

It also promises to work to halt the drive to¬ 
wards academy trusts and free schools, though 
the government’s work to transform education 
has accelerated significantly even as recently as 
this month, when a whole wave of new free 
schools were announced.

These were the Barton Court Academy Trust 
(BCAT) Free School, Bearsted Academy, CSAT 
Northern Gateway, Maidstone Primary Acade¬ 
my, Medway Academy, Primary First Trust in 
Gravesham, Rochester Riverside Church of Eng¬ 
land Primary School, Stone Lodge Academy in 
Dartford, The Beeches, The Maritime Academy 
and Turner Academy in Folkestone. 

It says it will continue to oppose attempts to 
create more selective schools, and a Labour MP 


recently said in the House of Commons that 
Kent was an example of why the grammar sys¬ 
tem does not work for all. 

Leader of the Labour group on KCC, Gordon 
Cowan, will also be defending his Dover Town 
seat in next month’s election. 

“We believe that austerity has gone too far, 
there is too much privatisation taking control of 
our local services and there needs to be more lo¬ 
cal solutions to our complex issues,” he said. 


“Labour councillors love our county of Kent. 
However we believe there is too much inequali¬ 
ty hidden beneath the surface of prosperity. 

“We want to see greater fairness at work, in 
schools and in the health service. 

“We believe that the county is heading for 
chaos unless there is a lot more investment in 
our infrastructure. 

“Our roads are overcrowded and poorly 
maintained.”

Campaigners continue fight as 
dust settles on crossing decision 

The fallout to last week’s decision to locate the Lower Thames Crossing east of Gravesend continues 
as campaigners accuse Highways England of manipulating a consultation report and constituency 
MP Adam Holloway tells Tom Pyman he is “not bothered” if he loses his seat in the general election 


A WEEK on from what 
now looks only the gov¬ 
ernment’s second big¬ 
gest announcement of 
the month, opposition 
campaigners and residents are still 
licking their wounds from the seismic 
decision to locate the Lower Thames 
Crossing east of Gravesend. 

While the move was largely cele¬ 
brated in Dartford, and by a number 
of businesses and politicians in 
surrounding areas growing frustrat¬ 
ed by uncertainty, it remained a con¬ 
troversial and catastrophic an¬ 
nouncement for others in the north of 
the county. 

And as Theresa May fired the 
starting gun on a snap election, one of 
her Tory colleagues admitted this 
week he was “not bothered” by 
suggestions locals could rebel over the 
row and force him to lose his seat, 
insisting he felt fighting the crossing 
verdict was a bigger priority for him 
than ensuring he is still an MP after 
June 8. 

Adam Holloway told KoS he will 
still stand for re-election in Gravesham 
over the summer but regardless of the 
result, he would continue to pile 
pressure on the government over 
what he believes is a generation¬ 
defining mistake. 

“Visually I am very aware of how 
awful this will be for people who are 
along the route, but I am also aware of 
what an absolute disaster this is for 
the people of Dartford,” he said. 

“When we first had meetings about 
this in 2006 it was to fix the M25 at 
Dartford, it never occurred to us that 
it would come through our patch. 

“It morphs into this thing to do 
with economic development and of 


course there is an argument it 
improves the economy in Kent and 
Essex. 

“But the reality is this is going to 
take less than 15 per cent of traffic 
from Dartford and it’s a problem that 
is going to go on for another couple of 
generations. 

“My duty is towards the people here 
and this is a disaster for every user of 
the M25; it’s terrible. 

“I’m in this weird position where 
the only people who think this is a bad 
idea are people that live here. 

“So they say ‘that’s only because 
you’re affected’, but if I thought the 
Lower Thames Crossing was the right 
thing to do I would man up and tell 
those people ‘s**t happens, we have to 
get on with it’. 

“But it is simply not the right thing 
to do.” 

Instead, Mr Holloway would have 
liked to have seen a longer tunnel 
taking traffic from before the A2 to 
after the A13 in Essex for long-range 
national traffic. 

“They reckon 40 per cent of traffic 
is long-range and 60 per cent is local, 
so if you can get most of that long- 
range traffic using the two new 
tunnels you’ve got 40 per cent more 
local capacity in the current tunnels,” 
he said. 

“The people of Dartford have been 
very badly served by their political 
leaders, who should have been on 
their knees begging for a longer 
tunnel option. 

“They have simply got it the wrong 
way around, they should have fixed 
the problem at Dartford and then 
think about other options if they 
wanted to. 

“My focus now is keeping on at

[transport secretary] Chris Grayling 
because this is not a transport project, 
it’s an economic one, and we are going 
to look at legal action and mitigation.” 

Gravesham councillor Bryan 
Sweetland, who quit his cabinet post 
on Kent County Council over the row, 
told KoS last week a fighting fund of 
£150,000 is set aside for a potential 
judicial review, but they would need 
to take legal advice as to whether such 
a move would be possible or practical 
“with a slim chance of winning”. 

Mr Holloway also threw his weight 
behind campaign group, the Lower 
Thames Crossing Association (LTCA), 
which this week sent a letter to Mr 
Grayling, who was ironically late for a 
meeting with this newspaper last 
Wednesday due to heavy traffic in 
Dartford. 

The campaigners claim the 
consultation analysis report had been 


manipulated to skew the results to 
favour Highways England’s preferred 
option to build the crossing east of 
Gravesend, known as Option C. 

It is said the opinions of 946 Shorne 
residents opposed to the crossing have 
been “lumped together” and counted 
as a single organisation because they 
used similar wording in their 
consultation responses. 

Bob Lane, chairman of LTCA, says 
that this means that the opinions of 
946 Shorne residents bitterly opposed 
to the scheme have been discounted, 
and given the same weight as just one 
individual or organisation in favour of 
the scheme. 

“Ipsos MORI [the market research 
company which carried out the 
report] and Highways England have 
discounted the opinions of over 
13,000 people across north Kent and 
south Essex who opposed the scheme, 
and lumped them together into just 
14 ‘organisations’,” he said. 

“It is scandalous that the opinions 
of over 13,000 people whose lives will 
be devastated by the crossing can be 
cancelled out by just 14 individuals in 
favour of the scheme. 

“In March last year, I presented a 
petition with 3,678 signatures to the 
KCC environment and transport 
cabinet committee, but the report 
says that it had only 11 signatures.” 

The letter also draws attention to 
another petition which the campaigners 
say received 2,778 signatures but 
which is reported to have obtained only 
37 signatures, and a petition in 
Thurrock which obtained over 31,000 
signatures which they say has been 
completely missed out from the report. 

“All in all, there were over 38,000 
signatures against the proposals, and 


yet the report has only included 188 
signatures,” Mr Lane added. 

“How can the government be 
expected to make an informed 
decision when the information it is 
given is so badly flawed?” 

In response, a Highways England 
spokesperson said: “The 

announcement of the preferred route 
follows an exhaustive review of 
options and extensive analysis of 
more than 47,000 responses to our 
2016 public consultation. 

“Of the 47,034 responses received, 
13,284 were identified as being 
associated with an organised 
campaign, which are identically 
worded responses. 

“We considered each response very 
carefully and carried out further 
assessment of the options before 
making our recommendation to 
government. 

“Overall there was strong and 
widespread support for a new crossing 
at Option C, though we acknowledge 
that there was strong, mainly 
localised opposition. 

“A new crossing at Option C offers the 
improved journeys, new connections, 
network reliability and economic benefits 
that only a new, alternative river crossing, 
away from Dartford, can provide.” 

Quizzed on whether his seat was 
under threat in June’s election 
because of the crossing verdict, Mr 
Holloway said: “I don’t know and in 
truth I’m not bothered. 

“I know what I’ve done over the last 
10 years and this issue is much more 
important than whether they vote for 
me, to be honest.”

Ms Robey, a mum-of-two, was di¬ 
agnosed with LAM in 2014, and has 
herself raised over £30,000 for LAM

She said: “I am so grateful to Benny 
and Sarah for running, and it is hard 
to find the words to thank them 
enough. 

“LAM Action is a very small chari¬ 
ty, and all funds raised for it make a 
hige difference to the support that 
can be provided.”

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Water shortage fear 
allayed as amateurs 
predict our weather 

Water companies say a dry winter should not mean any 
shortages as forecasters have mixed views on our summer

W ATER chiefs say 
they are ready to 
cope with forecasts 
of a dry summer 
amid fears it could 
usher in hosepipe bans and problems 
for farmers. 

A drier than normal winter has 
left many to be concerned that water 
supplies could dry up if the summer 
continues to see relatively little rain. 

But the farmers’ union and water 
companies say the situation is not 
raising any alarms just yet. 

Paul Hammett is national water 
resource specialist at the National 
Farmers’ Union (NFU). 

He explained: “There are currently 
no environmental or water supply 
issues as a result of dry weather but 
the Environment Agency is carefully 


monitoring the situation and will 
take action to manage any 
environmental impacts. 

“The NFU are also monitoring the 
forecasts of dry weather and working 
closely with organisations such as 
the Environment Agency, Defra and 
the Met Office. We will have a much 
clearer picture in the next few weeks 
as crops develop and grow.” 

For farmers hoping to benefit from 
bumper crops, this time of year is 
crucial to the growing cycle. But a 
lack of rain over the winter has 
already had an impact on water 
levels. 

A spokesman for Southern Water 
explained: “The winter of 2016/17 
was drier than average, particularly 
in the months leading up to 
Christmas. This means there are 
lower water levels across our 
regional water sources. 

“Rainfall during January, 
February and March has helped, 


with groundwater levels up as a 
result. This is important as 70 per 
cent of the water we supply comes 
from underground sources. 

“River levels also increased, 
allowing us to pump some of this 
water into our key reservoir at Bewl 
(pictured), which is on the Kent and 
East Sussex border, as well as our 
Darwell and Powdermill reservoirs 
to the north of Hastings. 

“We’re continuing to monitor the 
situation closely, with clear plans in 
place to make sure we’re fully 
prepared, should the relatively dry 
weather continue in the months 
ahead.” 

South East Water is more 
confident. 

Its head of water resources, Lee 
Dance, said: “We closely monitor 
weather conditions and water 
resources on a regular basis. 

“Although it’s has been a drier 
than normal winter we do not 



envisage water shortages this 
summer. 

“Our aquifers are in a good 
position and our reservoirs at 
Ardingly and Arlington in Sussex 
are full or almost full. 

“But whatever the weather, we do 
ask our customers to use water 
wisely, especially in the drier summer 
months. On the hottest days, peak 
demand can reach 700 million litres 
a day - up from the daily average of 
540 million litres a day - across South 


East Water’s supply area.” 

So just what can we expect over 
the coming months from the 
weather? 

While the likes of the Met Office do 
not like to look so far in advance at a 
situation which can change so 
swiftly, we asked some of the county’s 
amateur forecasters what they think 
we have in store. 

Lester Gosbee is a farmer himself, 
and admits he is worried for his crops 
but says tennis fans should be in for a

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treat by the time Andy Murray starts 
the defence of his title in June. 

Mr Gosbee, who runs Manor 
Farm, Frittenden, told us: “I am 
confident it will be a very fine May 
followed by a flaming June. 

“There is a good chance we are 
going to get up to 32 degrees Celsius 
in June. 

“And is it all down to the way the 
jet stream goes across our country. 

“Last June was wet because the jet 
stream was much further south than 


it normally is. During summer time, 
the jet stream normally lies between 
the Faroe Islands and Iceland. 

“I think it will be in its normal 
position this year, which means we 
will get southerly winds coming up 
from the Azores. 

“So the worrying theme of low 
average rainfall will continue along 
with hot spells from mid-June 
onwards.” 

“Wimbledon [which starts the last 
week of June] could be blessed with 



wonderful weather this year. 

“But it may not be such smooth 
running for the rest of us. We are, in 
this part of the world, half a year 
short of rainfall. 

“The only wet month we have had 
since July was November. 

“Now, if we do get rainfall, which 
is extremely unlikely, the vegetation 
takes it, and during most summers, 
95 per cent of the moisture just 
evaporates unless you get extremely 
wet summers like 2012. 

“I am confident there will be 
droughts. The implications for 
farmers growing hay and silage 
could be very worrying. The lack of 
rainfall will also affect arable 
farmers. So famers could be in 
trouble from now onwards. 

“If we get the odd thunderstorm 


that will put the rainfall shortage 
back. But like I said, the vegetation 
will take it all, and it doesn’t get 
through to the aquifers. 

“I think the water companies will 
be worried, particularly later in the 
summer. 

“By August they will want to start 
restricting water in this county.” 

Dave ‘The Weather’ King, from 
Edenbridge, uses past records and a 
host of natural events to gauge what 
is on the horizon, including the state 
of crops and bird movements. 

He feels the outlook is not as bleak 
and predicts plenty of rain. 

He told KoS: “This summer will be 
warm and damp. 

“There will be no really hot 
sustained barbecue periods, but no 
major floods either, generally warm 


and rainy to bring the crops along. 

“It will be a damp May coming 
along, as currently we are into a long 
period of no measurable rainfall, 
therefore a drought by definition. 
There has been only 10mm recently 
and less than 60 per cent of the 
usual rain last month too. 

“Soil needs the moisture as does the 
grass and crops. 

“The first two weeks of June will 
be fairly dry with sunshine, it is hay 
and pea harvest time, so both crops 
will be harvested quite well in 
reasonable conditions. The rest of 
June will be damp and raining but 
warm. 

“July will also be damp and warm; 
maybe a drier period July 12 to 14, 
since July 14 is considered to be one 
of the hottest and driest days of the 
month. 

“The cuckoo arrived 20 days early 
therefore will depart 20 days early 
too. This indicates that, whereas he 
normally departs the first week of 
July, having arrived on April 14, he 
will depart mid-June since it being 
wet there will be less insects 
to eat, and he will depart to warmer 
climes to feed. 

“August 5 to 15 will be the best 
part of summer 2017, with some hot 
dry sunny days, barbecue weather 
even, towards the end of this period, 
akin to the final week of the 2012 
London Olympics when it 
progressively got hotter each day. 
Then a damp but warm end to the 
end of the month. Maybe the odd 
thunderstorm too. 

“The first two weeks of September 
will be benign, dry and calm for 
what is left of the fruit and late grain 
harvest before the arrival of the 
September equinoctial storms.”

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Regeneration 
project picks 
up pace as 
bosses reveal 
investment 


We visited Folkestone to see progress 
on town’s huge renovation scheme

A LONG-TERM project to 
regenerate Folkestone 
seafront has now re¬ 
ceived some £74million 
of investment, bosses 
have confirmed. 

The once-thriving seaside strip was 
ingrained in Kent’s history as thou¬ 
sands regularly flocked to enjoy the 
Rotunda funfair, amusement arcades 
and regular Sunday market. 

But after being demolished over a 
decade ago, the site has been left deso¬ 
late ever since. 

In stepped a Victorian-style bene¬ 
factor in the shape of billionaire Sir 
Roger De Haan, whose charitable 
trust has helped regenerate the whole 
town, including a £7m facelift of the 
Creative Quarter. 

A £5m cash injection from Kent’s 
economic and business champions 
the South East Local Enterprise Part¬ 
nership has helped get this seafront 
project going, but it is otherwise 
funded purely from the pockets of Sir 
Roger, who made his fortune through 
the sale of the Saga group in 2004. 


Just over two years ago, outline 
planning consent was granted for up 
to a thousand residential units, in¬ 
cluding beach houses, apartments 
and town houses, with a range of 
commercial spaces and leisure facili¬ 
ties designed to serve a new commu¬ 
nity. 

The scale of the project is huge, 
with the refurbished Harbour Arm - 
re-opened last year to great fanfare - 
arguably at the heart of it all. 

Over the sunny Easter weekend, 
thousands enjoyed the new places to 
eat and drink, and watched the waves 
crashing against the harbour. 

However, when KoS visited the site 
this week, bosses told us what they 
really wanted to prioritise was a way 
of using the development to tell a sto¬ 
ry of Folkestone’s history - both re¬ 
cent and ancient. 

Indeed, regeneration will be shaped 
around listed structures including 
the lighthouse and viaduct which 
carried trains across the harbour, as 
a nod to the town’s heritage, as Peter 
Bettley of the Folkestone Harbour 
Company explained. 

“Over the last six months we’ve 
been conducting a thorough survey 
using an experienced expert looking

at Folkestone’s maritime history,” he 
said. 

“That’s obviously the history of the 
harbour, though we don’t just mean 
back to 1800 when that story began, 
but the reasons why it was here. 

“You can go back a couple of thou¬ 
sand years when there were fishing 
boats drawing up on the beach, and it 
goes back even further if you think 
about it because there’s the Roman 
Villa site just beyond the Martello 
tower and evidence of Bronze and 
Iron Age settlements before that, 
when arts and crafts were traded 
with continental Europe. 

“The idea is to assemble a whole 
load of visual material, like these ar¬ 
tefacts but also a narrative that 
will help people to understand why 
the town is here, why the harbour is 
here. 

“People tend to focus on just the 
modern history of Folkestone since 
the harbour was built and the rail¬ 
ways came, but we’ve got a much 
broader story to tell and we think we 
can do that. 

“The question is now, with all this 
material, how we tell this story. 

“It might be an exhibition, it might 
be signage or theatre or film - we’ve 
got spaces in which we can do it, but 
we want to make sure we do it well 
and in such a way that remains inter¬ 
esting and dynamic into the future.” 

New access to the Harbour Arm 
will be created by using the viaduct 
as a pedestrian walkway, after work 
began earlier this year, providing an 
alternative route to the rather less 
scenic car park that visitors currently 
have to traipse through. 

The former harbour station is cur¬ 
rently being renovated, with bosses 
unable to start the work at the same 
time as the Harbour Arm due to it still 
being under the control of Network 
Rail. 

Surviving features such as the 
glass canopies will be restored to re¬ 
tain that aura of history. 

Mr Bettley added: “The idea is not 
to leave it as it was, because it was ac¬ 
tually a mess, and hadn’t been avail¬ 


able to the public for decades. 

“But there are individual features 
on the Harbour Arm that will also be 
in the station renovation and on the 
viaduct that do draw out the history 
and heritage of the site.” 

Other ongoing work includes the 
removal of some 30,000 cubic metres 
of sand in a huge dredging operation, 
as well as efforts to prepare the hous¬ 
ing development site, which has been 
ongoing over the winter and spring 
months, so as to minimise disruption 
and irritation going into the summer. 

The risk of flooding is being man¬ 
aged and mitigated by using addi¬ 
tional shingle to reinforce the beach, 
making it wider and higher at its nar¬ 
rowest and lowest points. 

Active beach management will 
take place on an ongoing basis, as al¬ 
ready happens at other points along 
the coast. 

Bosses were coy, however, on how 
quickly we can expect to see con¬ 


struction begin on homes and servic¬ 
es, but that it needed to be right for 
future residents, and not simply a 
tourist attraction. 

“The whole mantra is Folkestone 
was conceived once upon a time as a 
place for people to come and visit,” Mr 
Bettley said. 

“But a lot of those visitor attrac¬ 
tions didn’t last very long - the Hotel 
Grand and Metropole were only oper¬ 
ating for about 50 years as hotels, 
they’ve since operated for much long¬ 
er as converted apartments. 

“Folkestone needs an economy that 
works for 12 months of the year. 

“It needs to be good for people to 
live and work here rather than just 
focusing on those visiting in the sum¬ 
mer months or for weekends in spring 
and autumn. 

“The idea is to consolidate Folke¬ 
stone as that great place to live and 
work, and if people then visit as well, 
that’s the icing on the cake.”

S ome people love the 

lifestyle so much, they 
buy their own static 
caravans on a recognised 
and well-run site. 

Costing from anywhere 
from £8,000 to £100,000, the homes can 
also be let out too - helping to create 
an income to off-set the costs. 

To buy will usually see terms of 
around 20 to 50 years. Additional 
costs include site fees, rates, utilities 
and insurance, while many choose to 
upgrade every five to 10 years. 

Max Tanner is general manager at

Foxhunter Park in Monkton. He said: 
“The attraction of buying a static 
caravan as a holiday home makes 
plenty of sense. It can be rented to 
others when the owner is not using it 
creating a fresh revenue stream. 
Everything is easy to organise and 
choosing a well-managed site makes 
it even simpler. 

“And most sites have plenty of 
entertainment already in place like a 
swimming pool, bar, club, tennis 
courts and play area.” 

Parkdean Resorts offers ownership 
at all four of its Kent parks with 
prices starting from under £9,000. 

A spokesman for the company said: 
“There are payment options available 
with deposits usually starting from 10 
per cent. 

“Annual running costs of a holiday 
home vary on a park by park and 
location of pitch basis. Owners are 
also given the opportunity to let out 
their holiday homes in order to earn 
money towards the running costs.” 

The company said potential buyers 
also need to be aware most parks will 
have a variable pitch fee, and returns 


from rentals are subject to age, make, 
model and condition of a caravan so 
careful consideration is needed before 
diving in. 

Haven manager Steve King said “As 
an owner of a static caravan, the site 
fees will cover all your exclusive 
owners’ perks and events, general 
park upkeep. At Haven they also get a 
privilege card giving discounts 
around the park.” 

And the upkeep of the site is 
something owners must adhere to. 

Adds Max Tanner: “We hold our 
owners to high standards of repair 
and cleanliness, and conduct weekly 
inspections of the park. 

“If anything is broken, dirty, or falls 
foul of our rules like displaying 
things like gnomes and coloured fairy 
lights, we’ll write to the owner giving 
them a week to rectify. If they don’t, 
we’ll sort it in house, and pass the 
cost on. 

“We offer good rates on part 
exchange, so a lot of people will 
typically upgrade every five to 10 
years, while their old caravan still 
holds a decent amount of residual 


value. Think of them more in terms 
of cars than houses in that sense.” 

In terms of upgrading their static 
caravan, Mr Tanner said: “People 
tend to leave them as they are 
internally, and when we sell them we 
usually include an external decking 
area in the price. We have had a few 
people spend money putting in things 
like new kitchens, but that doesn’t 
come through us. Aftermarket 
modifications usually have a negative 
effect on the value of the caravan, so 
we tend to advise against it.” 

A good alternative to a static 


caravan is something on wheels, and 
better yet, built into the main vehicle 
chassis so it doesn’t need towing. 

Kent Motorhome Centre in 
Aylesford said it can supply four 
berth vehicles for around £50,000 to 
clearance vehicles at £14,000, and will 
even buy them back when a customer 
wants to move on. 

These vehicles can, of course, 
provide much more mobility, but can 
have restricted facilities inside and 
finding a place to park needs some 
forward planning, depending on the 
size of the motorhome.

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He’s made a name for himself in the musical theatre industry since Pop Idol... 


M OST people will re¬ 
member Gareth 
Gates from Pop Idol, 
but since his 2003 
success on the show, 
he’s made a name for himself in mu¬ 
sical theatre. 

And in July he’s coming to Brom¬ 
ley, alongside Maureen Nolan, in 
Footloose, as comedy cowboy - Wil¬ 
lard. 

The show follows the same plot as 
the 1980s rock ‘n’ roll hit film. 

City boy Ren thinks life is bad 
enough when he’s forced to move to 
a rural backwater in America. 

But his world comes to a stand¬ 
still when he arrives at Bomont to 
find dancing and rock music are 
banned. 

Taking matters into his own 
hands, soon Ren has all hell break¬ 
ing loose and the whole town on its 
feet. 


Gates, whose musical theatre 
credits also include Les Miserables, 
Legally Blonde and Joseph and the 
Amazing Technicolour Dreamcoat, 
says he feels comfortable in his role 
as Willard, because he can relate to 
him. 

“Willard can’t dance, and he 
finds it really hard to speak to girls 
as he’s shy, which are definitely two 
aspects of life I can relate to,” he 
says. 

“I’m really not a great dancer, but 
obviously working in musical thea¬ 
tre I have to try my best. 

“Willard does have a big dance 
routine at the end of the show, and I 
love that bit. His character really 
develops throughout as he learns to 
dance and builds confidence.” 

This is the performer’s first time 
playing a comic character though, 
but it’s a challenge he’s enjoying. 

“I like to challenge myself when it 


comes to acting, which is what this 
role allows me to do. 

“I usually play the prince or one 
of the more serious characters.” 

It’s been non-stop for Gates since 
Pop Idol, as he tells KoS: “I’ve actu¬ 
ally been on the road and touring 
now for 15 years, which when you 
think ahout it is a very long time.

“It’s just a really fantastic show, 
everyone has worked really hard to 
make the show come together, and 
we all work will on stage as a team. 

“It is based on the 1984 film, 
which is a film that everyone loves. 
The stage adaptation definietly does 
the storyline justice, so if you loved 
the film, you’re sure to love this as 
well. 

“I hope people leave feeling really 
upbeat and happy.”

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'Serving kids plain pasta is weird,' says Thomson 


Mum-of-three and National Trust food ambassador Claire Thomson says kids need food excitement 


F AMILY food ambassador for 
the National Trust, chef, 
and mum-of-three, Claire 
Thomson says, “I don’t serve 
plain pasta and my kids 
would think it was weird. 

“They’re excited by the food in front 
of them, the kitchen is the axis of my 
home life and I want them to feel that 
food is a really normal thing, that it’s 
not fetishised or not given enough 
credence.” 

If this sounds like a manifesto for 
how to give kids a love of good food, it 
is. Thomson, 37, has spent the last five 
years showing the world exactly how 
we could be feeding children through 
her daily ‘5oclockapron’ Instagram 
and Twitter posts. 

The dishes she makes for her 


daughters at five o’clock each day in¬ 
clude sumptuous-looking bowls of 
‘tamarind & turmeric chicken broth 
with soba noodles and cucumber’, or 
‘seared monkfish with potatoes, 
chard stalks, serrano ham and rose¬ 
mary’. 

She can’t totally escape pasta 
though: “I’ve had some children 
come for play dates and that’s all they 
want to eat, but as a grown-up, you’ve 
allowed that to happen if you’re serv¬ 
ing plain pasta.” 

Two years on from her debut cook¬ 
book, The 5’Clock Apron: Proper 
Food For Modern Families, Thomson 
has now penned the National Trust 
Family Cookbook. 

The recipes in it are categorised by 
how long they take to cook, with sec-

tions for on-the-go breakfasts and 
lunch box alternatives, from tasty- 
sounding Yogurt And Cardamom 
Chicken Wraps and Pea And Hallou- 
mi Fritters to Vietnamese Noodle Sal¬ 
ad - all with substitutes so you can 
suit the ingredients to your family’s 
tastes. 

“It’s really important to get your 
kids to help you, otherwise the food 
lands in front of them and they’re ex¬ 
pected to eat it,” Thomson adds. 
“There’s a community to being in a 
family.” 

And she’s not an advocate for ‘hid¬ 
ing’ vegetables. 

“Hiding seven different types of 
vegetables in a pizza sauce is funda¬ 
mentally what I think is wrong about 
children’s food. It’s really important 


you identify vegetables and acknowl¬ 
edge they’re on their plate and they 
know why they’re good for them, 
rather than hiding them.” 

Now based in Bristol, Thomson 
was born in Zimbabwe and travelled 
“extensively” with her New Zealand¬ 
er husband, before they settled in the 
UK to raise their daughters Grace, 10, 
Ivy, seven and four-year-old Dot. 

And she’s not a total stranger to 
fussy eaters, admitting that “Dot’s 
not a saint - there are some days she 
just wants to eat boiled eggs for 
breakfast, lunch and dinner”. 

“That’s fine, but I don’t let her do it 
every day. I think fussy eaters are a 
problem, but you just carry on and 
eventually, they turn a corner and 
start eating.”

Briefly, in case anyone doesn’t know, 
Breaking Bad is one of the great TV 
series of all time (up there with 
Tinker, Tailor, Solider, Spy), the story 
of an unlikely partnership between 
middle-aged chemistry teacher Walter 
White and youthful drug dealer Jesse 
Pinkman, whose quest is to 
manufacture enough crystal meth to 
financially support Walt’s family when 


he dies from inoperable cancer. 

An unlikely plot, but a series 
suffused with crackling dialogue, wit, 
tension and menace - fronted by a 
partnership to rival Holmes and 
Watson. A shop owner in ABQ’s Old 
Town, doing a good trade in BB 
T-shirts, put her finger on it: ‘It’s the 
age-old morality tale - it’s good and 
evil. It’s really just Dr Jekyll and Mr 
Hyde revisited’. 

Dr Jekyll, aka Walter White, aka his 
alter ego Heisenberg, aka our genial 
and knowledgeable host Luigi, 
whisked us on a 17-stop tour of Walt 
and Jessie’s haunts. 

Luigi is not the only one ploughing 
this furrow; there is another Breaking 
Bad RV Tour, where you can join six or 
seven others in the sort of vehicle in 
which the duo cooked up their meth. 
But Luigi’s tour was great for getting a 
feel of all the places where the series 


was filmed. The most requested 
location is Walt and Skyler’s house at 
3828 Piermont Drive. Luigi - 
fortunately - has established an 
amicable relationship with the owner, 
because she must be fed up of the 
constant attention from BB 
aficionados day in, day out. 
Fortunately she was driving away as 
we arrived, so we were able to linger 
awhile. Luigi told us she could have 
sold the house for five times its 
current market value. 

We stopped by the gaudy Dog House 
stall where Jessie bought a gun: 
lunched at Twisters diner, at the table 


where Walt had his first encounter 
with menacing Gus: lingered at the 
parking lot where Jessie kept his RV, 
wandered by the office of their sleazy 
lawyer Saul - now a restaurant called 
‘Simon’s Saints’: loitered in the giant 
car wash where Walt and 
(unwittingly) his wife Skyler 
laundered the drug money: and, 
poignantly, stood by the dam where 
Jesse and Walt bade their farewells. 

‘You know the business, and I know 
the chemistry. I’m thinking, maybe 
you and I could partner up?’ 

Luigi reminded us of this and many 
other quotes in a storytelling

Crossing choice 
was no secret 


FINALLY it’s officially announced; the 
worst kept secret in the history of 
proposals for a new road - the govern¬ 
ment’s preferred choice is Option C.

Apparently both 
were of the view that Option C would 
‘build more resilience into the road 
network’. Whatever that means.

Don’t ignore Manston 
compensation letters 


AS part of the on-going 
development consent order (DCO) 
that RiverOak are engaged in, to 
return Manston Airport to active 
aviation use, there is currently a 
‘land referencing’ exercise to inform 
people near the airport as to what is 
happening and what their rights to 
compensation may be. 

Land referencing is the process of 
going from information such as the 
calculated noise contours near 
Manston Airport, to generating a 
list of who owns the affected 
properties. 

It has come to the attention of the 
Save Manston Airport association 
(SMAa) that some people on other 
Facebook groups have written 
various posts suggesting these 
people near Manston Airport 
should not respond to RiverOak’s 
land referencing agents Mouchel. 
SMAa would like to make sure these 
people realise that if they do not 
respond positively, this would mean 
that it is harder to compensate them 
as appropriate.

It is being managed on RiverOak’s 
behalf by Mouchel, which is the 
largest land referencing consul¬ 
tancy in the UK. The land referenc¬ 
ing exercise currently taking place 
is further evidence of the way the 
DCO process continues to move 
forward, slowly, carefully, profes¬ 
sionally but inexorably. 

They do have to ask for sensitive 
information such as mortgage 
details because that’s what the rules 
require. And why? Because a 
mortgagee has “a legal interest” as 
defined in the Planning Act. 

It is important to note that if 
Mouchel are sent away with a flea in 
their ear, they do not have to come 
back more than a set number of times, 
just those people may not go onto the 
list for consideration for further 
information and compensation.

IT was a good looking and deserving European 
Car of the Year in 2009, but the Vauxhall Insignia 
was never the best drive in its class. 

Its wide-tracked Insignia Grand Sport successor 
(from £17,115) rides and handles with verve and 
poise though, with even better looks inside and out. 

But don’t get carried away by the extravagant 
‘Grand Sport’ suffix; it’s not truly sporty yet, 
though a quick version is almost certainly 
planned. 

The four-door coupe design has class-leading 
aerodynamics, yet the interior is a spacious mar¬ 
vel; Mark Adams, the six feet four head of the 
British-led design team, was filmed sliding into 
the rear seats to show just how much clearance 
even he has. 

Legroom, a bugbear in the old car, has also in¬ 
creased by 2.5cm thanks to a longer wheelbase, 
while boot space has risen too. 

The car is also 175 kilos lighter - more than the 
weight of two average male adult passengers - fur¬ 
ther boosting economy and handling. 

The Grand Sport is certainly responsive and, 
with one of the best head-up displays available, 
the new Tike daylight’ Intellilux smart LED head¬ 
light system, plus good seating, it’s an easy car to 
get comfortable with. 


And Vauxhall has also noted that not every¬ 
one wants to scroll through the touchscreen, so 
there are hard keys for major functions. 

Engines range from 109-256bhp and diesel is 
expected to dominate due to corporate sales, but 
Vauxhall may yet trump sector revivals with an 
all-new 1.5-litre petrol turbo: it’s light, refined, 


responsive and economical, arriving just as die¬ 
sel’s eco reputation is faltering. 

A regular UK Top 10 seller, the Insignia was 
less popular across Europe, but development of a 
replacement was not hard to justify as this fine- 
looking car will also appear as a Buick in Amer¬ 
ican markets and a Holden in Australasia.

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Skoda strengthens backbone favourite 

Steve Loader takes off on a road trip to run the rule over brand’s star model after 
it gets a well-judged facelift to make it even easier to live with over high mileages 



S KODA Octavia owners 
cover above average 
mileages apparently, so 
the Czech brand sent the 
media off on a two-day 
400-mile road trip from Oxfordshire 
to the west coast of Wales. 

Did I mind? No. The Octavia is a 
car for all reasons and seasons, so a 
mix of A and B-roads, plus motor¬ 
ways was covered with ease. 

The model is Skoda UK’s backbone 
accounting for nearly 29 per cent of 
all its volume in 2016, with 23,068 
sales, edging up two per cent on 
2015, and now likely to go even 
higher after a facelift in March. 

The car (from £17,195) looks 
sleeker this time, with a new split 
headlamp arrangement - all-LED 
headlights and adaptive front 
headlights are now offered. This 
layout merges into a wider grille, 
creating a fashionable winged look. 

Other highlights include upgraded 
cabin comfort, though the current 
Octavia - launched in 2013 - always 
felt well-appointed and robust inside, 
and generous on space, rear legroom 
being excellent for a car that can 
compete with the bigger Ford 
Mondeo/Vauxhall Insignia sector. 

A redesigned centre console 


incorporates new infotainment 
systems and adding wi-fi hotspot and 
super-fast data transfer options. 

This latter feature hints at the 
Octavia’s high penetration in the 
business market, where diesel is still 
king, but it was petrol turbo examples 


that impressed most on our road trip. 

Private buyers would like the 
148bhp 1.4TSI spotlighted here - 
0-62mph in 8.1 seconds and 54.3mpg 
(combined) - delivering excellent 
composure and handling thanks to a 
light yet powerful engine. 





But the real surprise was the 
113bhp 1.0-litre petrol turbo and 
six-speed manual gearbox, intro¬ 
duced last year: light and compact at 
just 78 kilos - less than the weight of 
the average British adult male - it 
disguises its three-cylinder layout

well to provide an excellent driving 
experience offering 0-62mph in 9.9 
seconds and 58.9mpg (combined). 

Skoda admits the 1.0 might lack puff 
for those who regularly load the car - 
especially an estate - but it’s hard to be 
unimpressed by a vehicle that delivers 
much the same grunt as one with twice 
the cubic capacity 25 years ago. 
Talking of capacity, the Octavia’s 
load space remains unchanged and 
still shames many large cars. 

A special SE Tech trim level is 
geared to business users, but most 
private buyers are expected to go for 
the upper mid-range SE L specifica¬ 
tion (from £21,350). 

While this excludes that impres¬ 
sive 1.0-litre powertrain option, it 
does bring such highlights as leather 
seats, full LED and adaptive front 
headlights and privacy glass.

KENT’S Barry Hawkins admitted he 
was as surprised as anyone to ease 
through to the second round of the 
Betfred World Championships, where 
a tie with Scot Graeme Dott awaits 
this Sunday. 

The Ditton potter led Tom Ford 7-2 
after the first session and, despite los¬ 
ing the first frame on Thursday, com¬ 
pounded his advantage to romp to a 
10-3 finishing score. 

In truth, the damage had already 
been done on the first day by Hawkins, 
who trailed 2-1 before the Crucible 
got the better of Ford - who has still 
not made it past the first round. 

But Hawkins was far from com¬ 
plaining, and is now set to face 2006 
champion Dott for a place in the last 
eight in Sheffield - though the world 
number seven admitted he had some 
sympathy for Ford after going through 
a similar run earlier in his career. 

“I’m delighted to get through, the 
first round is always a banana skin 
and I was expecting a closer game 
than that because I know how well 
Tom plays,” he said. 

“The Crucible does funny things to 
people and I think it got to him on the 
first day when I got in front and I 
broke the back of the match. 

“I know what it’s like to have a 
tough record here, you just want to 
come here, win a game and feel part 
of the tournament.” 

The class of opponent only ramps 
up for Hawkins from here though, 
with a three-time finalist in Dott - 
who upset the applecart by knocking 
out Ali Carter - standing in his way of 


the last eight. 

But Hawkins insists he is not one of 
those blind to his opponent’s ability, 
knowing he has to be on top form if he 
is to reach his fifth quarter-final in 
succession. 

“Graeme has had three finals and 
won one and he’s someone who seems 
to thrive at this place,” he added. 


“He played very well to beat Ali 
Carter and I’ll have to play very well 
to beat him, so I’m really looking for¬ 
ward to it.”
